The Twenty-Fourth Annual Session of the Judson Asso- 
ciation convened with the. Zion church, Pontotoc County, 
Miss., Sept. the 7th 1876, ° 

The Introductory Sermon was preached by Elder T. re 
Montgomery from Ephesians 2: 1-10, after which one hour 
was given for refreshments, + 

The Association was then called together by singing, the 
former Moderator in the Chair, viz: Elder Wm. C. Thomas, 
who read the 46th Psalm and the Association joined in pray- 
er, led by Elder A. Robinson. 

The letters from the various churches composing the Asso- 
ciation were then called for and read by Elder T. P. Mont- 
gomery and Brother G. M. Philips, and contents noted, (see 
statistical table,) after which petitionary letters were called 
for. None received. 

The Moderator, Elder Wm. C. Thomas, haying served as 
such for several years, returned his thanks to the Body for 
so distinguished a mark of their confidence and regard, and 
requested the Association to select some other Brother to 
preside and release him which was done; andthe Association 
organized by*electing Elder T. P. Montgomery, Moderator; 
J. M. Cook, Clerk, and G. M. Philips, Treasurer. 

The Moderator elect made a few appropriate remarks before 
taking his seat, and then appointed the following committees, 
viz:

APPENDICES. 


A— MINISTERIAL EpucatTion, 


Your committee on Ministerial Education report. That while churches 
cannot, by their efforts, impart any new gift to those called of God to 
preach; yet, we can be of great service to them, by supplying their tem- 
poral wants, when they are giving their diligence to reading which the 
Seripturesso much reccommend. On this is based the principle of Ministe- 
rial Education. 

We do not propose to argue its propriety. Its necessity im universally 
felt. 

We cannot see how knowledge, an attribute of God, can injure any of His 
creatures, especially those most devoted to His cause. The churches 
should awake to action in this matter. We have many young Brethren 
of promise, who, if aided, ean and will do great good among us. To neg- 
lect them, will lead to our own confusion. , 

In 1869 a Board was organized in connection with Mississippi College 
for the purpose of securing the free education of worthy young ministers 
by contributions from the churches. Rev. James Nelson, was their agent. 
God blessed his labors. Since that time over one hundred ministers have 
enjoyed the benefits of the Institution free of charge. We recommend 
this work to the encouragement and support of ministers and churches 
of this Association. 

Rev. R. N. Hall, the present agent of the Board, is before you to-day 
ready to speak in its behalf. Let us be in haste to perform our duty in 
the fear of God.

We would further recommend that each of the Districts composing 
this Assoeiation, hold a Sabbath School Convention at some suitable 
place on the 5th Sabbath and Saturday before in Oct. next, and endeavor 
to excite a deep interest on this subject. And further recommend that 
the District meetings devote one day at their regular meetings to the Sab- 
bath School interest, and that the Pastors of churches preach one sermon 
at least to their respective churches on Sabbath Schools.
